SILVER DAY IN CONGRESS. 


DAD’S DOLL AR’S D EFEN D ERS HAVE IT 


ALL TH|EIR OW N WAY. 


B o th Knd* o f tho C a p ito l D e n o u n c e the 
D e m o n iiiz e r s —Tho Q ueniio n In tho Cab­

W a s hin gto n C ity, Ja n. )3.—Tho si Ivor 
question w as tho leading issue disoussod in 
the capital Tuesday, the speeches being all 
on one side—against suspension. 
The m at­ 
te r w as started in the senate b y Beck , who 
offered tho follow ing resolution, which ho 
ask ed to have referred to tho jinance com ­ 
m ittee, and it was so referred : 
‘‘Resolved, By the senate and house of 
representatives, etc., tha t the secretary of 
the tre a sury be, and he is hereby directed, 
in all paym ent * hereafter m ade of interest 
on tho 1 winds and notes of the United S tates, 
and in the purchase or paym ent of 1 per 
cent, of the entire debt of the U nited S tates 
for the sink ing fund, as now required by 
law , to pay out gold a nd silver coin as 
nearly as possible in the sam e proportion in 
which gold coin and certificates and silvej 
coin rnd c e rtific ate s w ere received d uring 
the preceding fiscal ye a r for dutioj on im 
ported coo Is.” 
i’ugh then 
resum ed his rem ark s on tho 
subject, and claim ed tha t if silv er was per­ 
m itted to be coined on the sam e basis as gold 
it would vindicate its claim to be a stand ard 
m oney. 
E ven under adverse circum stances, 
he asserted, rilver had 
held its own, and 
would come out all right in any case. 
Vance of N orth C arolina, took up the de­ 
fense of the stand ard dollar next, and de­ 
clared tha t a conspiracy existed to oppress 
tho com m on people of all lands by tho de­ 
m onetization of silver. 
H e held tha t tho 
increase of coin through the operations of 
tho m ines did not k eep pace w ith the in- 
creaso of the dem and for it, as m atters now 
were, and now there was a m ove to destroy 
as m oney 54 per cent, of the stock , which if 
successful would result in a terrib le financial 
calam ity. 
H e ridiculed 
the argum ents 
b rought forw ard by the enem ies of silver 
for the suspension of it* coinage. 
H e had 
heard m any cases argued 
in sehool-boy 
clubs and in cross-roads d eb ating societies; 
ho had heard pleas m ade from the tail end 
of ginger-broad carts and had read endless 
platitud es in C ongressional R ecord, b ut he 
had never m et or seen a worse abuse of 
logic, or a feebler a tte m pt to outrage com ­ 
m on sense than 
the argum ent* used by

iron» the English m agazine,or$72.« 0. About 
six months after the story was p rinted a p ub­ 
lishing firm in this city got oat a series of 
l-ooks containing short stories by American 
authors. 
My friend was p aid $5» )for the use 
of his tala. 
Hix months later he issued a 
volume of his own short stories. 
‘How 
Johnson Lived’ was one of them. There 
were ton stories in the book, and he made 
$500 clear p rofit from it. 
Credit to the story 
of which we are sp eaking $50. 
Six months 
iator he and another author p ublished a vol- 
,;:ne containing stories written in jrartner- 
riiip and some written alone.

There were six

The p eteut reversible p oem first occurred 
to me thus: I was walking along in the 
country one day and 1 saw an old house,

was ap p arently not a soul in the p lace. 
The 
fin* v as out und an emp ty chair stood by 
th* health. 
I took out my note book and 
jotted ilowii the ideas that occurred to me, 
and w hen I went home I wrote a p athetie 
p oem ai » out the deserted homestead.

next moment I 
p icked up a p en, wrote an introductory 
stanga describing the p oet looking in at the 
window* of I lie* old house and writing his 
jK* m. 
Then I gave the p oem in full and 
added a stanza describing the stealthy ap ­ 
p roach of the fanner with a club around 
the comer of the house and the subsequent 
demolition of the p oet . 
I sent the thing to 
the editor of a humorous p ap er: It was ac- 
■< p tcil. 
I received $5 for it, and became a 
regular contributor to the p ap er.” 
“That w as a good move.” 
“Yes, but I beat that onoe hollow. I wrote 
i p iece of comic verse, built on a common 
p lan—that of making three or four serious 
stanzas and winding up with an unexp ected 
humorous ending. 
I took it to the editor of 
the same humorous journal. 
He read it and 
said it was too good to be used as a mere 
p iece of buffoonery. 
Bo I took it home, 
knocked off the comic ending, and finished 
with a stanza of concentrated p athos. I sold 
that p oem to a leading American magazine. 
“We literary fellows don’t know so much 
iilsmt financiering as some p eop le in Wall 
trcct, but I fancy we know how to work 
mr business for all it is worth. 
I do the 
i latent reversible p oem act right along now. 
Whenever I write a serious p oem and fail to 
**11 it, I p ut a funny ending on it, and away 
die goes into some comic p ap er. I don’t get 
as much money for it, of course, but then I 
lon’t wholly waste my 
material. 
I don’t 
,ften miss iire on my p oems now*. 
I know 
just what the different editors want, and 
don’t send a classical p oem to an c*ditor who 
likes unclassical thought, nor a BWinbum- 
ian lyric to the editor of a religious w« ?ekly.

HARD LUCK OF A COLONY. 


M isfortunes of the Confederates "Who 
W ent to Hrazil at the W ar’s Close. 
During the early p art of 1807, directly 
after the war, a scheme was p rop osed to es­ 
tablish a colony in Brazil. 
The scheme orig­ 
inate! in Texas, and was under the charge 
<>! a Rev. Ballard 8. Dunn, who, backed by 
considerable influence and cap ital, secured 
the steamer Marmion, Cap t. Berry', which 
had been 
fitted out for 
the p urjKise 
was given jiermission to disp ose of it up on 
arriving at their p lace of distillation. Th * 
m ajority of the jieop le to form the new col­ 
ony were drawn from the states of Alabama, 
Mississip p i, and Texas, and, after landing, 
the settlement was known as the Confeder­ 
ate colony. 
The new scheme was unsuccess­ 
ful, and the recent arrival of Mr. Irving L. 
Miller, together with his wife and grand­ 
child, on the bark Gamaliel from Rio, re­ 
calls some of the exp eriences and failures of 
those who chanced their future in the new 
country, 
Mr. Miller, while stop p ing in Bal­ 
timore, w as seen l>y’ a rep orter, to whom he 
furnished some interesting information of 
the results of the colony. 
Mr. Miller stated that he was a native of 
South Carolina, and p revious to the' break­ 
ing out of the war settled in Barbour county’, 
Alabama. 
When the war broke out he en­ 
listed as a p rivate, and went through the en­ 
tire service. 
He for awhile resided in Texas, 
and w hen the p rop osed scheme to colonize 
w'as first sp okeh of he exp ressed his willing­ 
ness to be one of the p arty, and together 
with his family and in 
comp any 
with 
several hundred others emlwrk&l on the 
steamer Marmion at New Orleans and went 
to Brazil. 
The p arty started for the {H>rt 
of Rio, and up on their arrival in Brazil di­ 
vided. 
The majority of the emigrants were 
w'ell p rovided for, and had good p rosjieets 
for the future. The first efforts of the many 
w’ere directed toward the raising of cotton. 
In tw'o of the p rovinces the labor p roved un­ 
successful, and exp erience showed that the 
land in that section would not p roduce. 
In 
some sections rain was seldom seen, while in 
other p ortions, esjiecially in Egui|H*, they re­ 
ceived too much, which wits ruinous to 
crop s. 
On the other hand, those who tried their 
luck in Piricacaba district, in Santo Bar­ 
bara, were moderately successful. 
A few 
made p rogress rap idly, but, as a rule, the 
colony w\ts not successful, and .the majority’ 
of the p arty lost nearly everything. 
The 
jiarty gradually' learned the customs and 
business p ursuits of the natives, and iu the 
course of a few years managed to eke out 
an existence, but never accumulated w hat 
might Ik* termed wealth. The p rincip al hud- 
iu*ss in Brazil, Mr. Miller sp ited, when lie 
left, was the p acking of cotton, coffee and 
cane growing. 
In the latter industry he was 
in lute years engaged, and very successful. 
The southern p eop le, he say’s, were induced 
to emigrate, owing to the condition of the 
country, but he thinks they made a great 
mistake in going too far into the interior <>f 
Brazil.

The Log Huts of the Koruks. 
In that old country, Siberia, tlit* Koraks 
build their log huts w ith a large round hole 
in the middle of the i*oof, |K*rhap s twenty' 
feet- above the floor: tun^ this is chimney, 
door, window', all in one. 
A long log with 
holes cut in it is set up like ft ladder through 
the hole, and up and down these stairs t ravel 
all the family—men, women and children - 
with tlu* smoko from the fire of wood and 
P*ut, or moss, which is built ujhui a little 
circle of flat stones in the middle of the hut. 
The Korak babies don’t get out for an air­ 
ing very often, even in summer, but as soon 
as they can toddle about the hut the [Kx*p of 
blue sky and sunshine they’ get through that 
wonderful hole makes them try to climb the 
"p ole.” that they may see all that is to be 
seen from tlu* top .

tle fur clad Koraks are p retty go *l dimlx-rs 
bi the time they are 5 or *1 years old.
